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Chinese Reds Blamed 
For 50 Million Deaths 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
study published today by the 
Senate Internal Security sub­ 
committee estimates Chinese 
Communism has cost at least 
34 million lives and possibly as 
many as 63 million In the past 
50 years. 
The author of the study, 
lie hard L. Walker; director of 
the Institute of International 
Studies at the University of 
South Carolina, said: “A rea­ 
sonable estimate would be that 
the figure approaches 50 mil­ 
lion Chinese.” 
The study, titled “The Hu­ 
man Cost of Communism in 
China,” was ordered printed by 
the subcommittee July 27, after 
announcement 
of, President 
Nixon’s forthcoming visit to 
Peking in what Jiixon has 
called a journey for peace. 
Sen. James O. Eastland, D- 
Miss., subcommittee chairman, 
said in an introduction to the 
study its publication “comes at 
a particularly opportune mo­ 
ment.” 
He said “there is nothing new 
h i s t o r i c a l about accom­ 
modations or alliances of con­ 
venience between basically hos­ 
tile powers,” adding that in 
certain situations “such ar­ 
rangements are not only desir­ 
able but well-nigh unavoidable. 
“But if we are to have rela­ 
tions with Red China,” East­ 
land said, “Let us do so with 
our eyes open.” 


He 
described 
Walker 
as 
“widely recognized as one of 
this country’s foremost China 
scholars” and said he was re­ 
quested by the subcommittee 
last fall, on the initiative of the 
late Sen. Thomas J. Dodd, D- 
Conn., to prepare the study. 
Eastland said the great merit 
of the study was that “while it 
does not deny the Communists 
credit for certain important 
economic and social accom­ 
plishments, it paints the picture 
whole by assessing and bring­ 
ing to life the terrible human 
cost at which these accom­ 
plishments were achieved. 
Walker’s study begins with 
the founding of the Chinese 
Communist Party in 1921 and 
traces its rise to rule mainland 
China under Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung and Premier Chou En- 
lai. 
Walker said the Communists 
have made remarkable prog­ 
ress in some areas, but said 
this has been accompanied by 
mass executions, purges, slave 
labor and terror. 
“The 
cost 
of 
progress 
achieved under Communist rule 
is too high for the conscience of 
the world to absolve its per­ 
petrators,” he said. “In terms 
of human life and human suf­ 
fering and in terms of destruc­ 
tion of moral and cultural val­ 
ues this cost cannot be con­ 
doned by any rationalization.

DETROIT (AP) — A 63-year- 
old suburban Detroit man is re­ 
ported doing wel after receiv­ 
ing a partial artificial heart. 
Officials at Sinai Hospital, 
where the 10-hour operation 
was 
performed 
Wednesday, 
said Haskell Shanks, a Warren 
plant 
security 
guard, 
was 
“progressing as expected.” 
A team of surgeons headed 
by Dr. Adrian Kantrowitz, in­ 
ventor of the electronic heart 
pacemaker, implanted the six- 
inch rubber and Dacron device 
called a patch booster in 
Shanks’ chest early Wednesday. 
The device, also invented by 
Kantrowitz. is designed to boost 
the pumping ability of Shanks’ 
own failing heart. 
Similar operations have been 
performed twice before, but the 
patients died. The Detroit oper­ 
ation, however, was the first 
using the specific device.

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(AP) —Religious rioting raged 
through Londonderry early to­ 
day as Protestants celebrated a 
victory over Roman Catholics 
three centuries ago, but Belfast 
had its quietest night since 
Catholic republicans turned the 
city into a battleground on 
Monday. 
Five

persons were 
killed in Belfast Wednesday be­ 
fore British soldiers restored an 
uneasy peace, shattered only 
by a 90-minute gun battle be­ 
tween troops and snipers at 
dawn 
today. 
The 
killings 
Wednesday raised the toll to 23 
in Northern Ireland this week. 
Hundreds of others have been 
injured, an estimated 7,000 per­ 
sons have fled from their 
homes, and hundreds of build­ 
ings have been destroyed by 
fire in the violence triggered by 
the internment of more than 
300 persons suspected of be­ 
longing to the outlawed Irish 
Republican Army. 
The commander of the 12,500 
British troops in the province, 
Lt. Gen. Sir Harry Tuzo, said 
.the situation appeared to be 
“going in our favor now and in

Scott and Irwin spent 19 
hours exploring the surface of 
the moon ¿..id collecting 175 to 
185 pounds of lunar samples, in­ 
cluding what they believe to be 
a bit of the moon’s original 
crust. 
They used the first car on the 
moon to explore more than 17 
miles of the lunar surface, vis­ 
iting the foothills of mountains, 
scores of craters and driving 
along a mile-wide, 1,200-foot- 
deep canyon called Hadley 
Rille. 
While his crewmates were on 
the moon, Worden spent three 
days in orbit alone. He oper­ 
ated a $7 million cluster of sci­ 
ence instruments and cameras 
which mapped the lunar fea­ 
tures and gathered data on the 
chemical composition of about 
20 per cent of the moon. 
Since their return here Sun­ 
day, the astronauts have spent 
long hours debriefing on their 
mission. Experts have quizzed 
the spacemen about every de­ 
tail of the trip. The debriefings 
are expected to continue for 
two weeks. 
While the astronauts talked, 
scientists in the Lunar Receiv­ 
ing Laboratory unpacked about 
half of the moon rocks. The 
piece of the moon s crust, in 
bag 196. is expected to be un­ 
veiled on Friday. 
In a* summary of their find­ 
ings to date, a group of scien­ 
tists said Wednesday that the 
photographs 
taken 
on

moon s surface by Scott and Ir­ 
win may prove to be of as 
much scientific value as the 
rocks.

Indiana Grows 
Tobacco For 
Penal Inmates 


By MARGARET GENTRY 
Associated Press Writer 
INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — A 
state-owned farming operation 
produces Indiana’s biggest crop 
of tobacco, 11,000 pounds of hur­ 
ley that will be processed into 
bags of roll-your-own cigarette 
tobacco and twists of chewing 
tobacco. 
Hoosier Tobacco, the brand 
name, is not available at the 
corner grocery. It’s given free 
to inmates at state correction 
institutions. 
The crop is produced at the 
Indiana State Farm at Putnam- 
ville, a penal institution, and 
processed at the farm by the 
correction department’s indus­ 
try division. 
The inmates’ reaction to the 
homegrown brand depends on 
how much spending money they 
have, say staff members at the 
Indiana State Prison at Michi­ 
gan City. 
Commercial brands of ciga­ 
rettes are sold in the prison 
commissary and inmates “pre­ 
fer the well-known brands if 
they, can afford it,” said one 
staff member. 
The prison supplies each in­ 
mate with two packs of the roll- 
your-own tobacco a week if he 
requests it and also supplies the 
cigarette papers. There’s a far 
smaller demand for chewing to­ 
bacco, also provided free to in­ 
mates who want it. 
Ted Charles, director of the 
department’s industry division, 
sakj the division buys 
about 
$25,000 worth of Virginia and 
South Carolina tobacco to mix 
with the burley raised 
on 20 
acres of the Putnamville farm. 
The leaf is shredded, pack­ 
aged and aged for smoking to­ 
bacco; shredded, caked, mixed 
with molasses and other flavor­ 
ings and aged for chewing to­ 
bacco. 
The department is not subject 
to federal acreage allotments so 
it could raise as much as it 
wished, but Charles said the 
acreage hasn’t varied in recent 
years.

Celler, the 83-year old dean of 
the House, has been through 
the battle before. In 1964 after 
a discharge petition gathered 
167 signatures Celler yielded 
and held hearings on a prayer 
amendment.

Anybody who works a 40-hour week — 
practically everybody except small busi­ 
nessmen who put in 80 — has wondered 
if five 8-hour days is the best way to do it. 
How about three 12-hour days, one 
4-hour day, and 3 lk days off? Or four 
10-hour days and three days off. 
There isn’t much room for experiment­ 
ing except in enterprises that function 24 
hours a day, 7 days a week. 
Most fire departments decided long 
ago that an efficient arrangement was 
24 hours on and 24 off. That adds up to 
considerably more than 40 hours a week, 
but the men with the red suspenders 
don’t spend a whole shift on their feet 
unless there’s a disaster. 
The new Indiana University Hospital 
in Indianapolis is another around-the- 
clock enterprise suitable for work sched­ 
ule experimenting, and it’s being done. 
A four-day work week is being tried for 
60 nurses and their aides in Ward D. For 
the six-month test period, they will work 
four 10-hour shifts and have three full 
days off each week. 
The hospital has three shifts, 7 a.m. to 
5:30 p.m., 1 p.m. to 11:30 p.m., and 10 
p.m. to 8:30 a.m. 
Obviously that results in double crews 
from 7 a.m. to 8:30 a.m., 1 p.m. to 5:30 
p.m., and 10 p.m. to 11:30 p.m. It was. 
planned that way. 
Ward D is for surgical patients. The 
afternoon period is when many patients 
are coming back from surgery and need 
intensive care. The 10-11:30 p.m. period 
is when many are checked as to how they 
are reacting to the surgery and many 
need medication. 
All of this looks great on paper, and 
it probably is, but some bugs have de­ 
veloped. 
Take, for example, the routine chore of 
popping pills into people. This usually 
is done four times a day, for patients oh 
a regular schedule of medication. 
A minor jurisdictional dispute arises 
during the one period of overlapping 
shifts when the periodic medication is 
due. Which nurse administers it? 
Betty Allen, head of the hospital’s 
nursing services, says these little prob­ 
lems are being worked out, partly by 
more precise job descriptions and partly 
at “vibration sessions” of nurses and 
supervisors. 
Nurses generally work one shift for a 
month, then change shifts. 
Some have had trouble adjusting to a 
four-day work week. 
“Some say they seem to do nothing 
but work, eat and sleep for four days, 
but they enjoy the three days off,” Mrs. 
Allen said. 
No nurse can sign on with a stipula­ 
tion that she work only days, even 
though many are married. They can 
choose to work only at night, however. 
Some of the night people-by-choice are 
married. They say they have more time 
with their children than they would on 
a day shift. 
The four-hour day may create more 
g 


roblems for nurses’ aides than for the 
:N’s. Many aides have large families and 
some work at an additional job. They’ll 
come out all right only if the other job is 
pretty flexible. 
University Hospital considered trying 
12-hour days. It decided against it on the 
theory nurses need to be alert and they 
probably would be dragging at the end 
of a half-day shift. 
As it is, some hospital customers think 
a nurse should dash about on a well- 
muffled minibike.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — It 
wasn’t planned that way, but 
“Love, American Style,” about 
to start its third ABC season, is 
helping to keep the Hollywood 
unemployment insurance lines 
from getting any longer. 
With motion picture and tele­ 
vision production sharply re­ 
duced and belt-tightening the 
order of the day, jobs before 
and behind the cameras are 
hard to find. Where once a tele­ 
vision series consisted of 39 epi­ 
sodes a season, it has slipped to 
24 and, in many instances, 22. 
The ABC series, restored to 
its hour-long form after a sea­ 
son as a half-hour program, 
consists of three to five comedi­ 
es of varying lengths in each 
segment. In the course of 24 
shows now in production, there 
will be jobs for 400 actors, a 
wide assortment of directors 
and lots of writers. 
Alan Rafkin, a top director of 
comedy programs for the past 
15 years, is the series’ new pro­ 
ducer. He is particularly dis­ 
tressed about the employment 
situation. 
“I’m really depressed.” he 
said. “The bars are down. 
Agents aren’t the ones who 
call—the actors and directors 
make the calls themselves. It 
makes you literally sick when 
some director or an actor who 
does fine work calls and says, 
‘I’m not asking, I’m begging. I 
haven’t worked for four months 
and the payment on the mort­ 
gage is past due . . 
“I know' one guy who was so 
desperate that he took a real 
estate course and got a li­ 
cense—he doesn’t like trying to 
sell houses but he’s got four 
kids. The trouble is that most 
of us who are in this business 
don’t really know how to do 
anything else. 
"It probably isn’t a death 
knell I’m hearing, but things 
are pretty tough. If you are a 
top TV director and accus­ 
tomed to doing perhaps 30 
shows a year, you are really hit 
when you are called for only 20 
or less. I keep remembering 
how I felt the time I was di­ 
recting the pilot for ‘The Court­ 
ship of Eddie’s Father’ at 
MGM when things there were 
bad—and eight of us were prac­ 
tically alone on the lot.

One item worthy of mention 
is the work going on and plan­ 
ned for the future to restore In­ 
diana’s only remaining health 
resort facilities.

For the most part, farm acti­ 
vity, crop and livestock pro­ 
blems are at a standstill. Clean 
up and daily farm chores are 
the order of the day. So this 
week’s column will be devoted 
almost entirely to information. 


Second Brood Com Borer 
Rush County is on the south­ 
ern edge of the area that is 
expected to have a higher than 
usual second generation of corn 
borer. Research shows that sec­ 
ond brood corn borers spend 
about half of their lives feeding 
on the pollen before they tunnel 
into the stalk or ear shank. To 
make a borer count, examine 
several plants in various areas 
of the field. If five or more lar­ 
vae per plant are found in the 
leaf axials, then insecticide ap­ 
plication would be justified. 
Insects That Are Numerous 
1. 
Mimosa 
Web worm. 
It’s 
time to apply protective in­ 
secticides 
to 
control 
second 
generation larvae. Make appli­ 
cations before destructive web­ 
bing takes place. 
2. Sod 
web worm. 
Noticing 
brown areas in the lawn? The 
cause is probably due to sod 
webworms. It’s too late for in­ 
secticides to give effective con­ 
trol for this casual agent. 
3. Bag worms. We are prob­ 
ably into the final days of des­ 
truction caused by this insect 
on evergreens. Increase the do­ 
sage rates of either toxaphene 
or malatbion and hope for con­ 
trol. The larvae have about fin­ 
ished feeding. 
4. Elm leaf beetle. This sec­ 
ond generation is really a tough 
one, and it may be too late to 
spray. 
5. Tulip tree scale - crawlers 
are out and moving now. If you 
have this problem, consult E-29 
or E-41 available from the Ex­ 
tension Office free of charge. 
Other insect problems could 
involve yellow jackets, cattle 
grubs and good, old pesky mos­ 
quitoes. 
V.E.E. In Horses, Etc. 
We still need reports from 
owners of horses, mules, ponies 
to the Extension Office of name, 
address and number of equines 
owned.

Marine, Former P0W, Cleared 


Of Deserting Unit In Vietnam 


QUANTICO, Va. (AP) — “I 
felt I had always acted the 
right way; now I’ll get my hon­ 
orable discharge,” Marine Sgt. 
Jon M. Sweeney said after he 
was found innocent of running 
away in the presence of the 
enemy in Vietnam and commu­ 
nicating with his Communist 
captors after being taken pris­ 
oner. 
“I feel total relief.” the 21- 
year-old West Babylon, N.Y., 
Leatherneck told newsmen aft­ 
er military judge Capt. B. Ray- 
m o n d P e r k i n s ’ decision 
Wednesday 
ending 
Sweeney’s 
week-long court-martial. 
‘‘I’m going to try to help oth­ 
ers understand the POW situ­ 
ation,” said Sweeney who spent 
18 months in North Vietnamese 


prisons. “POWs are being used 
as a political football.” 
Sweeney, the first American 
POW to face such charges, was 
accused by the government of 
running away and deserting his 
unit during Operation Dewey 
Canyon in Quang Tri Province 
on Feb. 19, 1969, and with com­ 
municating 
with 
the 
enemy 
during his imprisonment. 
The desertion charge was dis­ 
missed last Monday. 
Per kins ’ d ec is ion Wednesd a y 
came after Sweeney had spent 
virtually all day on the witness 
stand. 
Sweeney maintained through­ 
out the proceedings that his 
unit had left him behind and 
that he had not run away. 
He testified that he was found 


by two Viet Cong scouts and 
was taken north along the Ho 
Chi 
Minh trail on 
a 
truck 
loaded 
with 
wounded 
North 
Vietnamese soldiers„ 
Sweeney said he tried to es­ 
cape but was dragged back into 
the truck, bound hand and foot 
and was placed on the floor of 
the 
vehicle. 
The 
wounded 
troops sat on him, he said. 
Imprisoned 
in 
North 
Viet­ 
nam, he said, he was inter­ 
rogated an average six hours a 
day. He said he was beaten 
continually while under ques­ 
tioning. 
Sweeney, who will be 22 on 
Friday, said he was forced to 
sign antiwar statements 
and 
make propaganda tape record­ 
ings which were broadcast over 
Radio Hanoi. He said a North 
Vietnamese army officer held a 
pistol at his head at each of 
these sessions.

chiatrists and Sweeney, a slight 
man who stands about 5 feet 7 
inches, indicated he was placed 
in a 6-by-3-foot cell by the North 
V i e t n a m e s e and became 
‘grossly depressed,” tried to 
hang himself and had night­ 
mares of other prisoners of war 
being shot while begging him 
for help. 
At this point, “I lost hope,” 
he said. "I felt they were going 
to keep me for a very long 
time.” 
Sweeney said he was told in 
July 1970 that he would he 
allowed to go to Sweden ‘‘to 
work for peace.” 
Sweeney said the North Viet­ 
namese allowed him to visit his 
parents in a Stockholm hotel. 
He said he and his parents 
sneaked down a back stairway 
and hurried to the U.S. Embas­ 
sy, which placed him on a spe­ 
cial flight to the United States.

Poison Ivy Can Be Late Summer Problem, Too 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Poison 
Ivy can be a problem even in 
the late summer and fall, re­ 
minds James L. Williams Jr., 
Purdue University extension bo­ 
tanist. So if it’s leaves three, 
let it be. 
Although some people aren’t 
bothered by the plant, or only 
mildly so, others are extremely 
sensitive to it. 
Found 
in 
woods, 
camping 
areas, parks, gardens and even 
the backyard, the plant .grows as 
a vine or a shrub. Identification 
is not difficult. Ivy leaves, a 
cluster of three leaflets, are ar­ 
ranged alternately on the stem. 
They have a dark green, glossy, 
waxy appearance. In the fall 
they turn bright red and yellow, 
the berries that form are waxy 
white and hang on the stem 
throughout the winter. 
Contact with the crushed leav­ 
es, broken stems, smoke from 
burning poison ivy o<r animals 
that have been in contact with 
poison ivy will infect some peo­ 
ple. Ivy poisoning causes in­ 
tense itching, followed by blis­ 
tering. 


Most effective protection. Wil­ 
liams emphasizes is eradication 
of the ivy. This should be un­ 
dertaken whenever possible. Poi­ 
son ivy can be killed easily with 
chemicals 
during 
either 
the 
growing s e a s o n or winter 
months. 
During the growing season 
spray Amate, silvex, or amino 
triazole op the plant leaves. Do 
not allow the spray to drift onto 
valuable shrubs, trees, or sus­ 
ceptible crops. All three of these 
herbicides can be purchased un­ 
der different trade name pro­ 
ducts for poison ivy control. 
Read and follow the label in­ 
structions. 
Any sprayer, or even a sprink­ 
ling can, may be used to apply 
the herbicides. When using a 
compressed air sprayer, use 20 
pounds 
or 
less 
pressure 
to 
thoroughly wet the plants and 
lessen chance of drift to nearby 
vegetation, Williams counsels. 
Application 
should 
be 
made 
when the air is calm. 
An even better method is to 
apply a spray of one pint sil­ 


vex in three gallons of fuel oil 
directly on the vines during 
the dormant season when no 
other garden or flower plants 
can be damaged. 
In situations where poison ivy 
is growing among closely group­ 
ed ornamentals herbicides may 
be applied with a small, herbi­ 
cide-soaked sponge attached to 
a wooden handle or a paint­ 
brush. Once the herbicide touch­ 
es the plant, the chemical will 
move to ali parts to kill the roots 
as well as the tops. This allows 
treatment of poison ivy without 
injury to the susceptible orna­ 
mentals. 
No herbicide treatment can be 
depended on to kill all plants 
with one application. An area 
under treatment must be watch­ 
ed for one year and retreated 
when plants reappear. As soon 
as new leaves show, up, spray 
the plants missed by the first 
application. 
Finally, Williams warns, do 
not depend on grubbing. This 
is only effective if the entire 
root is removed.

Now It’s African 
Swine Fever To 
Worry About 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Farm ­ 
ers today have plenty to worry 
them. In the corn producing 
states it’s Southern Corn Leaf 
Blight or European Corn Borer. 
In Texas and surrounding states 
it’s Venezulean equine encephal­ 
omyelitis. 
Now with the announcement 
that African Swine Fever is on 
the loose in Cuba, there’s a new 
concern. But ASF hasn’t reach­ 
ed the mainland, and every ef­ 
fort is being made to see that 
it doesn’t. 
Called the most “devastating 
swine disease there, is, 
'ASF 
is so similar to hog cholera that 
it is impossible to tell the dif­ 
ference by looking at sick ani­ 
mals. The causative virus for 
which there is no vaccine is 
highly virulent and may be pre­ 
sent in pork and pork products, 
clothing, footwear, and equip­ 
ment. The disease in not a haz­ 
ard to human health. 
Dr. W.W. Kirkham, head of 
Purdue University’s animal dia­ 
gnostic laboratory, says there is 
no cause for alarm among Hoos- 
ier hogmen at this time. He did, 
however, recommend that when 
farmers have sick animals a 
veterinarian should be called 
immediately. 
The Department of Agricul­ 
ture has warned that summer 
tourists returning from Spain, 
Portugal, Italy or African coun­ 
tries, and those entering the U. 
S. as refugees from Cuba, will 
be given “rigorous inspection’’ 
of luggage, clothing and other 
personal effects because of the 
ASF threat. 
ASF first appeared in Cuba 
late in June.

State-federal agricultural stat­ 
isticians at Purdue University 
report cattle on feed fewer than 
three months, as of July 1. total­ 
ed 76,000 up 21 per cent from 
a year earlier. Eighty-six thou­ 
sand, three per cent more than 
on July 1, 1970, had been on 
finishing 
ration three to six 
months. Cattle on feed more 
than six months totaled 76.000 
down 30 per cent from the total 
of July I last year. 
Hoosier cattle feeders placed 
71.000 head on feed during the 
April-June quarter; 
this was 
11.000 more than during the 
same period of 1970. 
A total of 133,000 animals went 
to market during the April-June 
quarter. This was 1,000 more 
than during the same period of 
last year.

Pork Tasters Say 
Lean Hogs Make 
Best Table Meat 


LAFAYETTE, Ind., — The 
fatter the hog, the less tender 
juicy and tasty he is; and, he 
eats more. This was the con­ 
clusion from Purdue University 
studies of 256 hogs reported by 
Dr. James R. Foster at the an-' 
naul meeting of the American 
Society 
of 
Animal 
Science 
at Davis, California. 
Two experiments, which prob­ 
ed the effect of market weight 
on performance, carcass charac­ 
teristics and consumer accep­ 
tance as measured by a taste 
panel was discussed by Foster 
and Dr. R.B. Harrington, of the 
Purdue Animal Sciences Depart­ 
ment, and V.D. Bramblett, Pur­ 
due nutritionist. 
Hogs were divided into groups 
by sex, and it was found that 
barrows gained faster, but re­ 
quired more feed per unit of 
gain and had slightly fatter car­ 
casses at each of the four mar­ 
ket weights — 200, 255, 250 and 
275 pounds. Their rate of gain 
decreased with market weight 
also. Further, those in the heav­ 
iest weight group required about 
ten per cent more feed per unit 
of gain over the trial period. 
The hogs were also divided 
into 
meat-type 
and 
fat-type 
groups. The Purdue researchers 
found that while the fat-type 
hogs gained faster, the meat- 
type pigs had less backfat, larg­ 
er loin eye area and a higher 
per cent ham and loin. Their 
rate of gain decreased slightly 
as the market weight increased. 
Pigs marketed at 275 pounds 
required 15 per cent more feed 
per unit of gain over the total 
feeding period. 
Purd e taste panel studies re­ 
vealed a slight decrease in ten­ 
derness, juiciness and flavor 
of the pork as market weight 
of the hogs increased. 


Less Grain In 
Storage Now 
Purdue Says 


LAFAYETTE, Ind.. — Stocks 
of major grains in storage in 
Indiana as of July 1 stood well 
below year earlier levels, ac­ 
cording to state-federal agricul­ 
tural 
statisticians 
at Purdue 
University. 
Corn stocks in all positions 
totaled 90.4 million bushels, 22 
per cent smaller than those of 
July 1, 1970. On-farm holdings 
of 67 million bushels were down 
18 per cent and off-farm stocks 
of 23.4 million bushels were 32 
per cent below those of a year 
ago. 
Wheat stored in all positions 
amounted to 1.8 million bushels 
about half the quantity on hand 
a year earlier. Cgrry over of 
both on-farm and off-farm hold­ 
ings was about half of a year 
ago. 
Oats in all storage positions 
totaled 2.6 million bushels; this 
was 35 per cent smaller than 
the July 1, 1970, total. 
Soybean stocks amounted to 
17.2 million bushels, down six 
per cent from the total of a 
year earlier. On-farm holdings 
of seven million bushels were 
80 per cent larger than on July 
1, 1970. However, off-farm stocks 
of 10.4 million bushels were off 
28 per cent. 
On-farm stocks of barley at 
30,000 bushels were the same 
as a year ago. Rye at 21,000 
bushels was down 32 per cent, 
but sorghum grain at 59.000 
bushels was 79 per cent larger 
than a year earlier.

August 28

Emily Dickinson, the 19th 
century New England poet, will 
be memorialized on a new U.S. 
8-cent stamp Aug. 28. This ver­ 
tical-shaped stamp—the second 
in a series commemorating 
American poets—will be issued 
at Amherst, Mass., where she 
was born in 1830. 
The design features a portrait 
of her holding nosegay in her 
hand. Beneath is the inscription 
“Emily Dickinson, American 
Poet” and the denomination 8 
cents. 
The first stamp in the “Fa­ 
mous American Poets” series 
was issued last year and hon­ 
ored Edgar Lee Masters. 
As with many famous poets, 
neither Emily Dickinson nor 
her writings were well known 
during her lifetime. It was not 
until after she died a spinster 
at age 54 that her work was un­ 
covered, published widely and 
acclaimed for its power and 
originality. Ironically, only a 
handful of her poems were pub­ 
lished 
in her lifetime—and 


these were listed anonymously.

Justice Department has junked

corruption in Gov. George C. 
W allaces state administration 
in Alabama. 


Sources said a

report inside the Justice De­ 
partment decided the investiga­ 
tion failed to find enough evi­ 
dence to warrant prosecution. 
A 
federal 
grand 
jury 
is 
scheduled to reconvene Sept. 7 
in Montgomery, Ala., to close 
out the probe. 


A source inside the Justice 
Department 
said 
tax 
in­ 
dictments might be returned, at 
this grand jury session or a fu­ 
ture one, even though the m a­ 
jor thrust of the investigation 
has ended. 
The tax probe has touched on 
a $5,000 swimming pool built 
for Wallace’s former top aide, 
Seymore Train ipell, and $25.000' 
in campaign donations listed as 
expenses by a textbook firm 
that supplies public schools in 
Alabama, government sources 
said. 
A broader probe that began 
l 1 a years ago failed to uncover 
sufficient evidence of asphalt 
and highway kickbacks, state 
dock payoffs and bank favors 
for state officials, the source 
said. 


3 Groups Begin 
Study Of 
School Money 


INDIANAPOLIS — A survey 
of the financial situations of 
Indiana school corporations was 
begun today by the State De­ 
partm ent of Public Instruction, 
the Indiana School Boards As­ 
sociation and the Indiana State 
Teachers Association. 
A questionnaire compiled by 
the three groups was mailed to 
all 
school 
superintendents 
in 
the state asking for information 
on their financial conditions the 
past two school years and for 
1971-72. 
The information will then be 
tabulated to give a picture of 
school finances statewide and 
made 
available to 
interested 
persons, including state legisla­ 
tors. 
Mrs. Carly n Johnson, assis­ 
tant 
state 
superintendent for 
finance, said it is “ known that 
many schools are able to oper­ 
ate within their persent budgets 
only by taking action which 
in the long run may be detri­ 
mental to education.” 
“ We are very concerned about 
the problem, and we are prepar­ 
ed to do everything possible to 
help the schools financially,” 
she said. “ But first we need 
documentation of the problem..” 
Mrs. Johnson said information 
gathered 
in the 
survey 
will 
make it possible to speak more 
intelligently about the schools’ 
financial situation to legislators, 
other government officials and 
the public. 
The questionnaire asks local 
school superintendents to pro­ 
vide such information as as­ 
sessed valuation, income from 
property tax collections and the 
automobile excise tax, teachers’ 
salaries, enrollments and the 
length of their school year. They 
are also asked for information 
on any adjustments in staff, pro­ 
gram , expenditures or other op­ 
erations they plan in order to 
operate within funds available 
in 1972.

To Plan Now 
For Education 


Veterans who plan to enter 
colleges or universities this fall 
should contact the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration 
immediately, 
the 
agency urged today. 
“The first thing a veteran 
should do is choose a school and 
an educational objective, J.C. 
Robinson, Director of the Indi­ 
anapolis VA Regional Office ex­ 
plained. 


“He should then request a 
certificate of eligibility from the 
nearest VA office. VA will send 
two copies of the certificate 
which should be submitted to 
the school. The school will en­ 
dorse one copy and forward it 
to the Regional Office,” Robin­ 
son said. 


The VA official suggested also 
that the veteran follow through 
to make sure the school for­ 
wards the certificate to help in­ 
sure he starts receiving his 
monthly checks promptly. 
If the veteran is returning to 
the same school, it is not nec­ 
essary to get another certifi­ 
cate. If he plans to change 
schools or his educational objec­ 
tive within the same school, 
however, he m ust get VA ap­ 
proval. 
Robinson underlined the im­ 
portance of acting promptly be­ 
cause many colleges and uni­ 
versities have already been fil­ 
led. But he noted that many 
schools give special considera­ 
tion to veterans. 
To be eligible for educational 
benefits, a. veteran or service­ 
man must have served at least 
181 days of continuous active 
duty, any part of it after Jan­ 
uary 31, 1955. Or, he must have 
been separated for a service 
connected disability without re­ 
gard to length of service. 
Veterans desiring further in­ 
formation on educational bene­ 
fits were urged to contact their 
nearest VA office or their local 
veterans 
service 
organization 
representative.

Vietnamese 
were 
reported 
killed. 
“This is the heaviest fighting 
in that region since the end of 
June,” said Lt. Col. Le Trung 
Hien, a spokesman for the Sai­ 
gon command, “but it is too 
early to say whether this is a 
new enemy offensive.” 
The North Vietnamese made 
seven rocket and m ortar at­ 
tacks and three ground assaults 
on South Vietnamese positions 
along 
the 
DMZ. 
Informed 
sources said at least 15 South 
Vietnamese were killed and 21 
were wounded in the ground at­ 
tacks. No casualty figures were 
given for the rocket and m ortar 
attacks, but the Saigon com­ 
mand said they were “light.”

advisers 
slightly wounded in an assault 
on the Cam Lo military district 
headquarters. Nine South Viet­

and 11 were wounded there, 
and one Australian adviser was 
slightly wounded, field reports 
said.
